Actual man hours for the W. E. Cal- 


lahan Construction company for the 
}day of August C amounted to 0,968 
hours. Reflecting this figure, the Time 
Gate at the main gate entrance of the 
Proving Ground will be completed and 
ready for use Monday, August 11. 


Siding is Hearing completion upon 


,thc administration office buildings'for 
• the Constructing Quartermaster, 
the 


Contractor and the Architect Engi- 
neers. Rafters and roofs are beginning 
to take -shape-on those-buildings at the 
present time. Also the walls and roof 
arc now practically complete on the 
Jnfirmary Building and it is expected 
• to be ready for use the first of next 
week. 


Using a suitable building which was 


already on the site, the Project Safety 
Officer has now converted it into a 
completely equipped temporary fire 
house. The front part of the building 
is used as an office, while the rear is 
used as a storehouse for fire fighting 
equipment.

No Escaping the 
Consequences 


As fervently as anybody, we wish 


the world were so constituted that 
vc didn't have to decide things. If 
we could just rock along in some 
find of Golden Age languor, letting 
things work 
themselves out, con- 


vinced that everything would bo all 
•ight somehow without our deciding 
anything, that would be dandy. 


This is a cold iron-an-stcel world, 


however. It is a world in which 
we have had conclusive demonstra- 
tions that the most dangerous thing 
of all is just to settle back and drift. 


Right now, for instance, congress 


has the responsibility of ' deciding 
whacthcr to break up the army built 
thus far and start building a new 
one, or to hold the present establish- 
ment intact until there is a change 
for the better in the conditions that 
dictated building that army in the 
first place. 


It is an unpleasant decision. Some 


people will be displeased cither way. 
But congress has often 
complained 


that authority was being taken off 
its hands by the executive. With 
authority goes responsibility. In this 
matter, it has both, and the people- 
will hold its members responsible 
for the consequences. 


Should the United States resolutely 


bear down on every action that will 
help to defeat the Nazi aggressors? 
Those who believe and urge that, 
bear 
potential , responsibilities: we 


might get into a war with all its 
horrors; we might become involved 
in the realignment of a Europe we 
do not know how to realign; we 
might achieve other unforeseen re- 
sults, mostly evil. 


Should the United States draw back 


from active aid to those who resist 
aggression; pull back to a static de- 
fense of this continent, 
indifferent 


to what may happen in the rest of 
the world? Some like to kid them- 
selves that this decision is without 
consequences. Yet that decision im- 
plies taking this chance: if the Ger- 
mans and Japanese win, break up the 
British fleet and empire, restrict ac-j Rep.

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But Latecomer Was 
Fortunate to Have 
Missed Convoy

Methodically the shipbuilders worked 
—hammering and pulling at the twist- 
ed steel plates which framed a great 
gaping hole just above the waterline 
of the S. S. Croxford. 


Anchored to a dock because all the 


shipways and drydocks were full, this 
ship was being readied for another 
Irip back across the North Atlantic It 
Nad arrived in this port just the day 
Before, battered and bruised, but still' 
afloat after ramming a U-boat in mid-' 
ocean. So the shipbuilders were! re- 
pairing the damage to the hull and the 
dockers were unloading the cargo.' 


"A lousy trip it was," said the ';first. 


mate. "High seas and storms, U-boats 
•ind raiders and if you think that don't 
make a tough trip then the back of me 
land to you." 


The S. S. Croxford had slipped out 


of New York bay on schedule, loaded 
•ight to the gunwales with a cargo for 
he British war effort. But en route 
o Newfoundland engine trouble had 
slowed the ship down, so they pulled 
into their Canadian port-of-call behind 
lime. 


Then when they began the danger-- '• 


ous zig-zag trip homeward it had been 
foggy and then it had been stormy. 
So they never did catch the convoy. 


Signs of Destruction 
It hadn't been so bad the first four 


days. Any ship and sailor worth his 
salt can ride through those North 
Atlantic storms with no trouble at all. 
But then on the fifth day they be- 
gan to see signs of the convoy which 
had been missed. Lifebelts, bits of 
deck, oars and spars dotted the water 
i none area and they knew then the 
ships ahead had run into trouble. They 
didn't see any survivors though. That 
came six hours later. 


There were two lifeboats, one trav- 


eling in the wake of the other, and 
the men were pulling-the oars just 
hard' enough""'toTceep" headed into the 
swells and in line with the shipping 
lanes. 


Sixteen men in the first boat repre- 


sented the crew of the Morris Prince 
and 21 in the second lifeboat were the 
survivors of the Morning Star. All of 
them were suffering from exposure 
but it was the men of the oil tanker 
Morris Prince who were in a bad way, 
because the wind, the rain and salt 
spray don't do burns any good, 


The attack had been sudden. The

loose formation, ready to spread at the 
first sign of a periscope, when heavy 
shells began dropping.

But they kept moving, holding their 
fire. One never made it. The other 
did, and when it got within its own 
range the gun crew started pumping 
away with a six-pounder and kept it 
up until a German shell wiped the 
gunners out of existence. 


A Nazi U-Boat Goes Down 
With the convoy's survivors aboard, 


the S. S. Croxford steamed toward 
England, keeping a sharp watch. They 
sighted nothing until after midnight, 
said the first. mate. Then without 
warning it happened. He was doing 
the midnight to four watch and was 
enjoying the first calm sea and real 
moon since leaving Canada, when a 
torpedo struck. 


The ship immediately began to list, 


and by the time the captain had rush- 
ed up onto the bridge the Croxford 
was down 9 feet. But the engines 
were undamaged and the captain went 
into action. A dour Scot named Mac- 
Dillon, who would take no abuse of 
his ship from 
anyone, took over 


the wheel, jammed it to starboard and

The ensigns were Joseph C. Thompson 
of Healdsburg, Calif., and Paul C 
Brown of Chicago. 


Brown, pilot of the plane which de- 


capitated Mrs. Robert 
Phillips of 


Robertsdale, Ala., March 25, was sent- 
enced to 24 months at hard labor and 
Thompson, his passenger, to 12 months. 
They were dismissed

noon and under Marine guard started

The court martial ended May 20 and 


the findings were sent to Secretary 
of the Navy Knox who Friday re- 
turned to Capt. A. C. Read, com- 
mandant of the station here, orders 
sustaining the court martial's findings.

Most of Lilies 
in U. S. Brought 
From Japan 


By JACH STINNETT 
WASHINGTON — The American 


man-in-the-street 
hasn't 
begun to 


grasp all the dislocations that are de- 
veloping as the result of a world at 
war. 


I'm going to tell you about a com- 


paratively minor one which never- 
theless will affect every community in 
the United Slates. It is that on Easter 
almost every church in the country 
will 'be barren of Easter lilies and in 
the time between now and theh'wed- 
dings, funerals and religious cere- 
monies which ordinarily employ this 
symbol of purity as their chief dec- 
oration will have to look to some other 
flower. 


The United Slates yearly imports 


27,000,000 lily bulbs—almost entirely 
from Japan, though some previously 
some from Holland. This is 97 per cent 
of the country's annual consumption. 
The other 3 per cent is raised here, 
mostly in the Pacific'northwest. This 
year, that 3 per cent will have to do, 
though it may be augmented some- 
what by bulbs which florists already 
have on hand. 


Even before the present freezing of 


Japanese credits which shuts off the 
supply completely, the lily bulb bus- 
iness had wilted. A New York flor- 
ist recently appeared at the .Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, 
wringing his 


hands. -He had ordered 700 cases of 
Japanese lily bulbs. 
He had been 


notified that he could have 50. No 
reason was given. Whether the lily 
bulb crop in Japan is a failure this 
year or whether the Nipponese are 
too busy with their war efforts wasn't 
explained. 'Now, of course, this flor- 
ist, who ordinarily handles 700 cases, 
will face a lot of his Easter customers 
without a bloom. 


Solution Sought 
Confronted with this situation, the 


Department of Agriculture has rolled 
up its sleeves and gone to work—and 
as a result, it's possible that in a few 
years the farmers of the South may 
have a new industry. 


In its efforts to discover new crops 


for the country, the department's Bu- 
reau of Plant Industry, at 'its experi- 
mental farm at Beltsville, Md., has 
been trying for years to develop an 
Easter lily bulb that would grow out- 
side the small area in the Pacific 
northwest. An Easter lily bulb, in its 
growth season divides into "scales" 
(about 50 to the bulb) and it is from 
these that -the lily plant comes. So 
far, 
in this country, the bulbs have 


been subject to a malicious disease 
which either destroyes the bulb alto-

The 
other was Terrebonne Farms in the 
Cajin country of the Mississippi Delta. 


On these two farms, the FSA in- 


tends this summer to put out 10,000 
hand-picked bulbs. It is a purely ex- 
perimental effort, but if-it is success- 
ful, it will result in a half-million 
scales and next spring, 500,000 mere 
lilies—more than half the total of the 
United States' present crop. It would 
also give the country a big jump on 
a new plant industry—one that could 
be developed in the South where the 
farmers have suffered most and ivherrt

makes it a federal offense to steal 
chickens, if you take 'em across state 
lines. 


The good statesmen didn't intend 


to pass the law that way in the 
first place, but it happened that there 
was a bill CS. 1261)- providing for 
the punishment of persons transport- 
ing stolen cattle in interstate com- 
merce, and for other purposes. It 
was the "for other purposes" that 
left the door open for the chickens 
to walk in. 


The bill was very specific about 


defining cattle as "one or more bulls, 
steers, oxen, cows, heifers or calves, 
or the carcasses of one or more bulls, 
steers, oxen, cows, heifers or salve." 
No chance of making a mitake on 
that, and the penalty called for not 
more than $5000 or five years. 


The committee which had this mea- 


sure in charge, however, decided thai 
tha coverage wasn't broad enough, so 


j they put through an amendment which 
defined cattle as "one or more bulls 
steel's, oxen, cows, heifers, 
calves 


sheep, hogs or horses." 


Jesse Sees Through It 
The amendment got by the com 


mittee that way although you'd thinl 
that even congressmen would know 
that sheep, hogs and horses were hard- 
ly cattle. There was one congress- 
man smart enough to catch that, and 
t was none other than Jesse P. Wol- 
cott of Port Huron, Mich. So Con- 
ressman Wolcott got up and made 'em 
change the law. Had 'em strike out the 
word "cattle" because he had looked 
it up in the dictionary and found cat- 
tle' were bovine animals, and bovine 
animals were horned animals such as 
sheep, goats and buffalo. Furthermore, 
said Jesse, hogs didn't have horns, 
though he didn't specify whether he 
looked this up in the dictionary or 
was just relying on memory.

artists need a break. 


"These young Americans have been 


on my mind for years," she told me, 
as we sat in the chintz-upholstered 
study of her New York apartment the 
other day. "1.feel strongly about their 
talents. I think America breeds beau- 
tiful singing voices—it must be the 
air. But I don't feel so strongly about 
the training young artists receive, 
Some of them are badly taught. 
1 'Even will-trained young ai-tists 
have difficulty in finding jobs. There 
aren't enough big opera companies 
to make room for everybody. So we 
have founded The New Opera Com- 


pany on n (Shoestring to give young 
Americans H chance. The musicians, 
the chorus and virtually'all of the 
artists will be American. 


"We shnll present six weeks of opern 


and ballet nt the 44th Street theater 
in New York, beginning with a gala 
performance October 14 and ending 
just before the Metropolitan begins 
its season late in November. 
Our 


repertoire will include such operas 
as Offenbach's 'Ln Vie Parisienne," 
Tschnikowsky's 'Pique 
Dame' 
and 


Verdi's 'Macbeth'." 


Tall, slim, blue-eyed Mrs. Hull has 


been called by a flock of admirers 
"the woman who has done most to 
further the cause of music in New 
York." For years she has served as 
chairman of the Auxiliary Board of 
the New York Philarmonic-Symphony 
Society. 
In addition to her opera 


work this fall she expects to launch 
a series of Monday Morning Musi- 
cnlcs, to replace the famous Biigby 
Musicalos and to feature such lop- 
flight artists as Lily Pons, Lotto Leh- 
man nnd Arthur Spaulding. 


She is also president of the Music- 


ians Emergency Fund, founded to help 
musical artists who are in need. Her 
work with that organi'/.ation gave her 
an insight into the struggles of young 
American artists and stimulated the 
founding of the New Opera Company, 
of which she is also president. 


Mrs. 
Hull is not inclined to talk 


much about her ambitions for the 
company. But they are big. She hopes 
the day will come when the New 
Opera can support a long season nnd 
nn opera training school for young 
artists. Besides that, she hopes it will 
inspire similar ventures throughout 
the country. (Remember the summer 
theater's small 
beginning and her 


dream will give you food for thought.)
